SEVEN POINTS ABOUT PEGISTRATION 


1—Thcro is only ONE 4ay for regietTation, June 5, 1917. 


2—Every male lesident of the United States who has reached 


his brenty-first and has not reached his thirty-first birthday MUST 
register on the day Bet, June 6, 1917. 
The only excep-Jons arc offi- 


cers nnd enlisted men of tho regular array, the navy, the marine 
corps and the national guard and naval militia while in the service 
of the United States and officers in the officers' reserve corps and 
enlisted men in the onhstcd reserve corps while in active service. 


3—Registration is clistmut from draft. 
No matter what just 


claim you Kuvo for exemption, you muat register. 


4—Regiscrntion is n public DUTY. For those not responsive 


to the sense of thu fluty the penalty of imprisonment, not fine, in 
provided in the draft act. 


5—Those who through sickness shall h« unable to register 


should cauao a representative to apply to the county or city clerk 
lor a copy of the registration card. Tho clerk will giv o instructions 
as to hour this card should bo filled out. Tho card should then bo 
mailed by the sick person or delivered by lus agent to tho regis- 
trar of his \oling precinct. The Bick person will inclose a self ad- 
dressed stamped envelope for tho return to him of hi: registration 
certificate. 


6—Any person who expects to be absent from his voting pre- 


cinct on registration day should apply as soon as practicable for a 
registration curd to the county clerk of the county where ho may be 
stopping, or if he is in. a city of over 30,000 to the city clerk. The 
clerk will record the answers on the card and turn it over to the 
absentee. The absentee should mail this card to tho registrar of 
his home voting precinct so that it will reach that official by regis- 
tration day. A eeU addressed, stamped envelope thould be mdoted 
with tho card to insure tho return to the absentee of a registration 
certificate. 


7—Registration boothi will be open from 7 a, m. to 9 p. m. on 


registration day, June 5,1917.
